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fairly common on the higher slopes of Penrissen, although 
apparently found nowhere else in Sarawak. 

x\s I believe the Hornbills are generally supposed to be 
fruit-eaters only, perhaps this note may be of some interest. 
I notice that Mr. W. T. Blanford in the Funa of British 
India series, Birds Yol. Ill, refers to instances of insects eaten 
by Dichoceros bicorniis , L. but not by other Hornbills.
